Tbe National Blunder. 

In a recont odition of the London 
Times wo find a loading articlo dovotod 
to the half-breed uprising in tho Bed 
Eivor country.

Pray, what does come within 
tho sphere of British homo politics f 
What should bo the grand object of all 
". govorninent ? Is it no\ 'tho proatest 
good to tho greatest numbor' 'I Has 
not ili o writer in tho 'limes sufficient 
prescience to traoo a very intimato 
connection between the opening np of 
tho now territory in question and homo 
wellbeing '/ Or is he only another illus- 
tration of tho proverb about tbe blind 
leading tbe blind 'I But the words jnst 
quoted from tho Times are a too faith, 
fal representation u! iu utni nnnHitio- 
of tho Ea^lisb mind, A subject which 
touches tho existence of the nation 
'naturally excitos but a very faint in- 
terest* in the breast of Englishmen. 
Tbe great basin of the Saskatchewan 
and Lied rivers has an area more than 
four times as large as all England, and 
presents facilities for tho immediate at- 
tainment of welldoing unknown else- 
where Even American (TJ. S.) author- 
ities have designated it 'Tho garden of 
North America,' Viewed in tho light 

ten days' steam ot JDondon ! Thia 
natural receptacle of England's surplus 
population is within ten days' steam of 
myriads of jjauperised Englishmen. 
Tho money that it is now costing the 
Dation to maintain millions of its auD- 
jeots in an earthly hell, would more 
than BUfficG to transfer them into an 
earthly paradise. But *tho place is 
distant.* Why is it so distant 7 ' Its 
, geographical position is obscure.' Why 
obscure ? It is a matter of indifference 
, : to Englishmen whether it is opened up 
or noc. Wl>y T Because of tho nation- 
al sin — or, as Talleyrand would have 
put it, ' worse than a Bi a blundor,' 
The national blundor would appear to 
oonsist in tho circuras'anoo of having 
lost sight of tho true use of the colonies. 
Tho opportunity to correct that blonder 
would appear to present itself in the 
opening up and peopling the vast terri- 
tory which, according to the Times, 
possessos but a ve*y faint intorost to 
Englishmen. If that opportunity be 
notombraccd, and embraced in time, 
it will pasa away forever; and the 
. greamess and powor of tbe Brit sh na- 
tion will pass away with it 1 No other 
field possesses in a sufficient dogree the 
qualities of vastnocs, lortility, facilities 
for tho elementary duties of settlement, 
aud accessibility. But unless English- 
men rise, and that quickly, to the great 
duty and tho groat opportunity, not 
only will tho vision of this oarthly par- 
dise fade irom their blurred viow, but 
tho whole of British America must 
slip from their peurilo grasp. It cannot 
be coucoaled that, in this matter, what 
18 England's opportunity is tho Domin- 
ion's necessity. The English peopla 
n^y imagine that thoy can afford to 
retain in a stalo of ignoranoo and 
indifh-ence about the opening up aud 
pooplin £0 f (, ne vaBt torritory referred 
to— that Luge raafs of pauperism 
may fester r j„ until, liko tho tower 
of ofdi*ii w»"<fces unto heaven. Bui of 
one thing the ., u ti ua may rost wc ] l 
assured.- if such bt, in(]eed h(jr polic y ( 
there are those now i 7ing who will sco 
tbo British scopiro coni nfC i W ithin the 
narrow limits of hor own. 8a . girt j 8leB , 
Thero undoubtedly are Bru Hb e . aleB . 
mon— so-called— WhoBO vision caun(H 
span the Atlantic, and who wouk ren n r 
ptefer to see tho nation shrinking 
her litllo shell liko an oyster; but wo pu 
fer to think such are not to bo regardod 
as tho truo typo of our cation. Indeed, 
erery mail brings fresh evidonco of a 
ripening of public opinion lor the grout 
scheme of transferring the surplus 
homo population into the now Dominion, 
as tho only effective euro for pauperism, 
Ono difficulty uppoars still to stagger 
eomo. Tho great bulk of those who 
leave tho British Isles find their way 
into tho United Btules to build up a 
rival if not an onemy — and where a 
hostile tariff shuts thorn out, or rather 
in, from British manufactures. Tho 
cure lor this is in tho hands of the 
nation, and it i« simple: Mako it as 
easy to roach tho Rod .River oountry as 
it is to reach tho open lauds in tbe 
States ; guido uud assist tho tide of emi- 
gration into that new torritory, and let 
tho Dominion bo a free market fur Bri- 
tish manufactures. Iu this way all in- 
duccmont to go into tho United States 
would cease, and tho Dominion would 
becomo a good custouior of tho parent 
Empire— so good as to amply ropay all 
tho effort and cxpondituro cssontial to 
, the suocoss of thoscbeuao.

Laying over Claims. 

Many of our renders will know that 
tho practice in Cariboo is to ' lay over' 
mining claims during the winter season 
— that is to say tho owners of claims 
ore, duriag a speoified period, exempted 
from tho necessity of complying with 
the provision in tho Gold Mining Ordi-* 
nauoe which renders a claim liablo to 
bo 'jumped' if found unreprosontod for 
more than throo days without porrnia- 
nicn first obtained from tho Gold Com- 
missioner. During tho present soason 
claims hnvo beon laid ovor from 1st 
ISIov. 1809, to 20lh May 1870. Con- 
siderable differeneo of opinion exists re» 
spooling this praotice. There aro many, 
and amongst them those whoso opinion 
is entitled to vory great weight, who 
hold that tho practice is inimical to tho 
in'ercsts of the country, and should be 
discontinued. It is argued that tho 
tendency is to tnoourago a discontinu- 
ance of aotiTO mmiug operations during 
half the your, whon those operations 
would, as a rule, be practicable, and 
would give employment for labor all the 
year round. It is alsoassertsd that it has 
a tendency to it.jure tho commerce and 
prosperity of tho colony in a vnrioty oT 
ways, by ranking the mining population 
more erratic than would otherwise he 
the case. As a general priuoi p!o, wo 
hold that all mining affairs aro best left 
as innoh as posiiblo iu tho hands of the 
miners; and it is, therefore, with a coin 
sidcrablo dogree of caution and relnct- 
aiico that wo approach r question liko 
tho present; yot wo are tr»o more cm- 
boldenod to do so from tho 1^ f the 
Sentinel having already token u ? tn j s 
question. Our Cariboo conterapomrj 
has stronglv nrWoooted a disoontinnanci 
„r mu systom of laying over claims. One 
oan readily conceWo that thero are n 
large numbor of claims in Cariboo, es- 
pecially on William Creek ^ n d ' 
gulohes therewith connected, rcspeuv'.,, 
which there need bo no hesitation 
whatever about advocating a discontinu- 
ance of tha practice ; yot it appears 
equally clear to ns that there is auotber 
class of cluims to refuse to lay over which 
might entail very great hardship if not 
positive iDjunlice. Probably tho true policy 
--the happy medium — would be foond in a 
classification of the claims, aud inventing the 
Gold Commissioner witb dijcretiorjnry power 
lo deal wilh each claim upon its own merits. 
Upon tbo owner of aoy olaini presenting 
»u trident reasons why he shoold he exempt 
flora actual occupation for a epoeiCod period, 
the Gold Commissioner coold grant a cer- 
tificate and make a record ia a book open 
lor pobiio Inspection, This would appear 
to be tbo moat likely way ol avoiding in- 
jaitice te individuals on roe ono hand, and 
lojoiytotbe publio interest on the other. 
On thia and other aooonnti, one cannot bot 
regret thedisappearancc of the Mining Board, 
a repraaontativa body peculiarly entitled tu 
express an opinion upso snoh mature. We 
are not awara whether the rojire>entitiv« 
lor the Uariuoo Dittriet has received an;, 
instructioni upon this tubjeet ; but thcrt 
oan be no doobt that tho sjratem of indis- 
criminately laying over all elninn for one« 
half of tha year it attended with aarioas dies 
advantage!, and forms tbe mbject of much 
complaint,

Tbo Rev John lode, one of the leading 
High Churchmen of Exeter, bas declined to 
sign tbe memorial to tho Archbishop of Can- 
terbury against Dr. Temple's consecration.

Tower ho says : — 'You speak ol Dr Temple's 
oontinued countenance of*tho 'Essays and 
Reviews,' forgotful or tho faot that Bucb 
countenance is certainly a matter purely of 
your own ioforenco and surmiso, and may, 
for all you know, exist only in your ovrn im- 
agination. Your only ground for the charge 
is that be did not adopt that particular mode 
of prrijntion which you [and I too] think he 
should have adopted. Your oilier unfound- 
ed assumption is an uncharitable one. You 
speak and write and act us if no one but 
those who join your protests and momorials 
can caro for tho pmiiy and integrity of the 
catbolio faith. Oa this head 1 wish only to 
say that I would point simply to my own 
past lifo and to that of your lordship. There 
is about Ihe memorial before m 9 only one 
thing on whieh I can look with saiisfuction. 
It is the absence ot tho»c fearful accusations 
which made my blood run cold ns I rebd 
your lordship's letter to the Lord Primus ol 
tho Church of Scotlacd. How ama you or 
anybody else know that even 'Essays and 
Reviews' have ruined souls? Does yonr 
lordship stilil dare thus to sit on the Throne 
of the EternalJudge ? I trust that tho ab. 
sence from the memorial of this fearful de- 
ment of the letter may be taken as proof 
that your lordship's eyes have been opened 
to its terrible profano character.

A demonstration by tbe gunboats 
then compelled him to fly to tbe Wababee 
I? Arabian] coast. All the prisoner ehiefs 
sresalely uboard British vessels and ibeir 
destination is India, wbere their arrival will 
be tbe last of them we shall probably hear. 
On the expulsion of the pirates from Bs.broin 
Kasau bin Ali, sou of tbe late chief, was 
invited over from Guttar, and assumed the 
goverutnout of these islands on the second 
of December, under conditions appointed by 
Colonel Polly for tbe government of India.
